subsecretary of public instruction and 
fine arts, is in Berkeley , Cal., say s a 
correspondent of the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 
He is to give a course of 
lectures at the summer school of the 
University of California on the “His­ 
tory , Institutions and Progress of Mex­ 
ico.” 
Elis connection with the state 
university during the summer school is 
incidental to his work as a commis- 


order to get an Insight into the meth­ 
ods and adm inistration of this uni­ 
versity . 
Dr. Chavez said recently : “I am here 
to observe. The school sy stem of Mex­ 
ico is unique. 
It has had its own de­ 
velopment. 
It is not Spanish, it is not 
American, but Mexican. 
There are, 
first, the primary , then the gram m ar 
and high schools and finally the prepar­ 
atory and professional schools. 
There 
is no university in the American or 
European sense. 
There are faculties 
of law, agriculture, fine arts, medicine, 
engineering, architecture, arts, crafts 
and archaeology in the City of Mexico 
and other cities of the republic, but 
they are entirely separate and distinct. 
On the occasion, however, of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the independ­ 
ence of Mexico in 19 10 all these various 
faculties will be welded together into 
a national university .” 
, 
Senor Chavez is the leading psy cholo­ 
gist of Mexico. 
He was professor of 
psy chology in the preparatorium before 
hia appointment to his present position 
as secretary . 
He has done im portant 
service in rendering into Spanish cer­ 
tain classics of logic and ethics, not­ 
ably Mills’ logic and Spencer's ethics. 
His latest translation is the "Prim er of 
Psy chology ,” by Professor Titchenor of 
Cornell.

NEVER TOO OLD FOR GOLF. 


lirltiMh k ip rrt« Decide Tha t It Way 
He Pla ced W hile Life Laata. 
Dr. T. ('. Allbutt, retrius professor of 
phy sics at Cambridge university , re­ 
cently gave out the dictum that the 
law ought to forbid auy man to begin 
play ing the game before he is thirty - 
five y ears old, until which tim e he is 
capable of more vigorous athletics. 
Dr. Allbutt, according to a London 
cable dispatch to the New York Sun, 
left It to be inferred that golf should 
only be regarded as a kind of last re­ 
sort for those tottering down hill to­ 
ward senility . 
The presentation of the go.V problem 
lu this form led to inquiries among the 
best known exponents and am ateurs 
of British athletic games. As a result 
the foilowiug table was compiled, rep­ 
resenting theories as well as practice: 
Cricket should he abnndoued at 40 
y ears; football, 30; hockey , 35; lawn 
tennis, by women, 45. and by men GO;

a result McManes and Delamater ceased 
their support of the Billingsley bill, i 
and the measure died. 
So bitter was 
Emery over this action that he openly 
charged perfidy and dishonesty on the 
floor of the senate and said that he 
understood Delamater was to be a can-i 
didate for governor. 
Then he dram at­ 
ically added. “I will be against him I 
and do my utm ost to bring about his 
defeat.” 
Delamater was a candidate for gov­ 
ernor. 
Emery 
stumped

against him. and he was overwhelm­ 
ingly defeated by Robert E. Pattison.

Lewis Emery , Jr., was born in the 
state of New York and reared in the 
state of Michigan.

When of age he joined his 
father in the m anufacture of flour, but 
four y ears later struck out for himself 
and established a sawmill and general 
merchandise store in Illinois.
